House That Jack Didn't Build 
Turned Into Hole in the Ground 


DETROIT (AP) Where 
his dream house once- stood, 
truck driver John Korenic 
now has a hole in the ground. 

He also has a mounting list 
of creditors. 

The 35-year-old trucker's 
troubles started last month 
after he borrowed $4,000 to 
buy 4 small white bungalow. 
After 15 years of marriage, 
he was happy at the thought 
of moving his wife and two 
children into a home of their 
own. 

Before he moved however 
he decided to install a base- 
ment. He paid a contractor 
$600 down on the $2,550 job. 

One day he and his wife 
Ann,. 34, .sat on the porch of 
their rented flat watching 
workmen put a basement 
under their bungalow across 


the alley. The house slipped 
its supporting jacks and 
crashed inte the basement. 

Next he received a note 
from the city informing him 
that his capsized bungalow 
constituted a hazard and 
would have to be removed. 
For $350 a wrecking crew 
hauled away Korenic’s dream 
house, leaving only the base- 
ment excavation. 

Then Korenic borrowed an- 
other $1,000 and bought a 
brick home, condemned for 
the route of a new 
way. For another $1,000" he 
contracted to have the house 
moved, He. paid $500 for lift. 
ing utility wires on the route. 

The moving date is next 
week, but now he has hit an- 
other snag.

T° THE WESTERN WORLD WE 
take paper for granted. Paper 
carries the day’s news. In one form 
or another it wraps just about every- 
thing we buy. It is used, or wasted, 
On a gigantic scale. In the United 
States, The New York Times reports, 
every person, man, woman and child, 
uses 300 pounds of paper, on aver- 
age, every year 

It is hard for us to imagine a 
country where paper is a scarce 
luxury and must be used over and 
over again until it can be used no 
more. 

Yet in most of Asia the average 
person uses less than nine pounds of 
paper a year. An out-of-date news- 
paper is a household treasure. An 
old magazine is a bonanza. ‘If any- 
one doubts that, let him consider

Inconvenience, however, is the 
least part of the paper shortage in 
the poorer countries.

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Third Rocket 
Soars Into Sky 
Over Manitoba 


| Blazing Path 
Seen 610 Miles 
Away From Site 


FORT CHURCHILL, Man. (CP) 
The third successful scientifie 
rocket to be fired at this northern 
Manitoba rocket launching site 
blazed from its sheath-like tower 
Tuesday night and soared to a 
height of more than 50 miles 

The rocket was triggered off 
just before midnight as part of 
United States participation in the 
International Geophysical Year 

The latter part of its flight was 
marked by regular flashes each 10 
Seconds as signal grenades ex- 
ploded from its nose-cone. 


CLEAR VIEW 

A clear sky enabled many resi- 
dents in nearby Churchill townsite 
and Fort Churchill, 610 miles north 
of Winnipeg on Hudson Bay to 
view the rocket's path i 

Officials said it reached a speed 
of about 3,850 feet a second. An 
Aecrobee, it was about. 2,000 feet a 
second.siower than the giant Aero- 
bee Hi that soared to an altitude 
of 160 miles July 4 

Another Aerobee was fired Mon- 
day night. It rose ahout 55 miles 
above Hudson Bay and was visible 
at the end of its flight in the light 
of the midnight sun 

Both rockets carried 19 grenades 
in their nose-cones. These were 
shot from the nose at 10 second 
intervals from heights of more 
than 30,000 feet 


FLASHES RECORDED 

As each grenade explodes the 
bright flash is recorded by ballis- 
tie cameras on the ground near 
the launching site 

The time the sound of the ex 
Plosions take to reach the earth 
are recorded. Scientists calculate 
the density of the air at various 
heights 

The last grenade explodes inside 
the rocket’s nose to destroy any 
grenade that misfired 

A pattern of nine microphones 
on the ground record the angle of 
the sounds of the exploding gren- 
ades, from which speed and direc- 
tion of the winds at-the various 
heights can be calculated 

The ballistic cameras also re- 
cord tracks of stars and give ade- 
finite position of the exploding 
grenades in relation to the sky 
Scientist in charge of the Aero- 
bee project was William Stroud 
of the Naval Research Laborator- 
es, Washington, D.C 


Japan First 
Shipbuilding 
Nation Still 


LONDON (AP! Japan held 
her place as the w*rid's leading 
ship-building nation during the 
second quarter of 1957, Lloyds 
Register of Shipping reported 
Tuesday 

The three-month return-—giv- 
ing figures for every shipbuild- 
ing nation except Red China and 
Russia—_showed that 97 ships 
totalling 502.873 tons were 
launched from Japanese yards 
during the period and 93 ships 
of 600,293 tons were completed. 

Britair driven into second 
place last year, launched 72 
ships of 369.250 tons during the 
quarter and completed 81 of 
445,170 tans 

West Germany launched 104 
ships— more than any other na- 
tion—during the period, but 
gross tonnage of 311.875 was 
well below the British and Jap- 
anese levels. German comple- 
tions were 97 for a gross. ton- 
nage of 264.957 

Swene took fourth place with 
22 ships of 185,321 tons launched 
and 19 ships of 183,380 tons. 

The Netherlands. jumped 
ahead of the United States into 
fifth place with 54 ships of 138,- 
920 tons launched and 49 ships 
of 119,208 tons completed 

American shipyards launched 
| 16 ships of 47,767 tons during 
the period and completed 18 of

For $350 a wrecking crew 
hauled away Korenic’s dream 
house, leaving only the base- 
ment excavation. 

Then Korenic borrowed an- 
other $1,000 and bought a 
brick home, condemned for 
the route ofa new express- 
way. For another $1,000 he- 
contracted to have the house 
moved. He paid $500 for lift- 
ing utility wires on the route. 

The moving date is next 
week, but now he has hit an- 
other snag. 


Korenic’s lot is 30 feet wide. 
The building code requires 
a house to be at least three 
feet from. the lot line.

“The ordinance is specific,” 
he said dismally.
